Alertness of a Menlo Park police 
patrolman was credited yesterday 
with leading to the arrest of a 
suspect in theft of $2500 worth of 
photographic equipment at the 
Menlo Park Veterans hospital Nov. 
12. 

Donald Willis, 23, of 
San Francisco, was arrested in that 
city on basis of information from 
Menlo Park authorities. He has been 
turned over to the FBI to face pos- 
sible federal charges. 

GOODS RECOVERED 

All the stolen property, some own-' 
ed by the government and some by 
hospital patients, has been recover-| 
ed, said Police Chief George Potter. 

Potter said that Willis’ arrest was 
made possible by the work of officer] 
Tom Casey who, patrolling the hos- 
pitalpital area during the night of 
the crime, noted Willis’ car as a 
suspicious vehicle. 

After the crime was reported, Pot-' 
ter continued, ownership of the auto: 
was traced while Officers Casey 
and Marvin McIntyre investigated 
other phases of the crime. Mean- 
while Willis was arrested in’ San 
Francisco as he allegedly sought, 
to pawn a camera which was part of 
the loot. 

DENIES PRESENCE 

Willis admitted ownership of the 
auto but said he had not been in 
‘Menlo Park since he was a patient 
at the Veterans’ hospital two years, 
ago, Potter said. Under questioning, 
the suspect also said that the car 
had not been out of his possession 
during the time that the robbery 
took place, Potter added. 

Willis said that he had purchased 
the camera which he tried to pawn 
from another party. Investigating 


® officers, however, found the remain- 


der of the loot in a San Francisco 
hotel room rented by the suspect, 
Potter said.

Menlo Park sanitary district com- 
missioners Monday night authorized 
Dr. Lawrence H. Cook, secretary of 
the .board, to retain out-of-district 
engineers to study costs of the pro-' 
posed sewage disposal system with a 
view of lowering the $1,100,000 es- 
timate of the board. 


An estimated 10 per cent of the 
cost of the system and its operation 
will be borne by the federal govern- 
ment as the result of recent nego- 
tiations for treatment of Veterans’ 
hospital sewage, Dr. Cook reported. 


TO SHARE COST 

Other parts of the cost would be 
paid by the Belle Haven sewer 
maintenance district and the North 
Palo Alto sanitary district depend- 
ing on the amount of sewage from 
these areas processed at the pro- 
posed plant, Dr. Cook stated. 


The 10 per cent of the cost paid 
by the federal government will be 
in the form of a $110,000 payment 
for connections to an interceptor 
line carrying the hospital’s sewage

Council Studies 
Retaining of 
City Architect 


Menlo Park’s city council moved 
Tuesday night toward possible re- 
taining of an architect or board of 
architects to provide professional 
guidance in planning uniform and 
attractive commercia} .construction. 

Mayor Charles P. Burgess broach- 
ed the idea, pointing out the plan- 
ning commission now lacks such 
professional consultatio1 and advice 
ion good design. 

POSSIBLE EXPENSE 

He conceded that such retaining 
might involve expense in the form 
of fees and said as an alternative 
that the city might require that 
commercial building plans be made 
by licensed architects. 

Councilman Edward Church sug- 
gested, however, that the city might 
create a board of archivectural con- 
trol on which members would serve 
without compensation, similar to 
other municipal advisory bodies. 

The matter was turned over to 
City Manager Cecil Longson for 
study. 


Possible threats of floods on the 
site of the projected Menlo Park 
high school at Middlefield and Ring- 
wood roads drew attenticn of the 
council and resulted in instructions 
to City Engineer Ed Smith to make 
a preliminary study of control mea- 
sures. 

Smith explained that after heavy 
rains, a sizable pool forms in a low 
spot at Middlefield and Ravens- 
wood avenue, just north of the 
school site, and that about 90 per 
cent of the accumulated water 
drains from Menlo Park.

HEY, WHAT HAPPENED HERE? 


‘Tisn’t often we see such a fuss stirred up as that over 
naming the high school to be built on the former Donohoe 
Property at Middlefield and Ringwood roads. It all began 
when trustees of the Sequoia Union high school district chose 
the tentative name ‘Menlo Park high school” mainly for the 
convenience of architects, who need some sort of title for plans 
and various documents to be submitted to state school author- 
ities. 

Up until then, nobody seemed to give a whoop what the 
school would be named. Then all of a sudden, wow, anything 
but “Menlo Park’! Mayor Charles P. Burgess, who is also 
Sequoia board president, seems to be fighting a lone battle in 
his contention the name should be made permanent as being 
descriptive of the entire area to be served by the school. 

After the tentative name chosen, the RECORDER re- 
marked editorially that ‘“Menlo Park high school’’ seemed like 
a good name and that we had heard no better one for per- 
manency. Since then, we’ve heard a lot of other ones. 

Leading the parade was Howard Boren, town clerk of Ath- 
erton, who dropped in with a formal recommendation of the 
Atherton planning board. The planners took note the school 
will be situated in Atherton, but generously suggested the 
name “‘Atherton-Menlo high school’’. Which was nice of the 
planners, who had opposed placing the school in Atherton and 
really wanted it in Menlo Park in the first place. 

Malcolm G. Paterson, who resides in ‘an unincorporated 
area at 2198 Sharon road, sounded the battle cry of the non- 
municipal sections of the school district. He points out that 
the unincorporated parts of the school district have a tax con- 


tribution that would equal or exceed the combined tax bill of | 


both Menlo Park and Atherton. ‘Cypress,’ “Fremont”, Lin- 
denwood” or “Southeastern County High School’ are his sug- 
gestions. 

Most recent to go into action is Mark A. Greene, 1415 Mills 
court, Menlo Park, who has a different approach .. . consid- 
eration of the students who'll attend the south county plant. 
As he points out, ‘MP’ on a school sweater might be con-

offers ‘Middlefield high school’ as a compromise and a des- 
criptive one. 

And so it goes. The trustees at last week's meeting con- 
tinued the whole thing until next month and were only too 
glad to let the question ‘’simmer for awhile’’, as Burgess put 
it. 

We helped start something. Guess the school board will 
have to finish it. And we don’t envy it the job because, unless 
a selection is made before long, the new school will have more 
suggested names than prospective students.

wey Get Study 


BY CHARLES P. BURGESS 
An arternoon session of the 1949 
conference of the league of Cali- 
fornia Cities in the mayor’s and 
councilmens’ department was divid- 
ed into two groups, one consisting 
of sixth class cities, and one of 
chartered cities. As I presided at 
the- sixth class city meeting, I had 
no opportunity to take notes, and 
this report is from memory. 
Richard Carpenter, counsel for 
the League of California Cities, 
reviewed the legal problems that 
had been presented to his office 
by sixth class cities in the last year. 
Among the score or so that he 
commented upon was one that Men- 
lo Park had propounded when we 


were working with the Belle Haven 


annexation committee. 

It was the legality of a city 
annexing federal property with- 
out obtaining the specific con- 
sent of the federal government. 
His opinion was that so long as 
the state law is followed in the 
proceedings, a city can annex fed- 
eral, state, county or other pub- 
licly owned property. There are 
court decisions on the matter. 
Open discussions were then had 


upon three problems of general con- 
cern. The first was the centralizing 
of administrative responsibility in 
a small city by appointment of a 
city manager or some other official 
with similar duties. Several mayors 
spoke of the very satisfactory re- 
sults achieved in their small cities 
by adoption of a city manager or- 
dinance. One city manager warned 


that a community must not expect 


that merely by changing to the 


manager form that all its problems 
will be solved automatically. 


A city manager can improve op- 
erating efficiency, save money, and 


suggest sound policies to the coun- 


cil, but he cannot work miracles, 


and should not be expected to par- 
ticipate in the solution of political 
problems. 


A small storm broke when the 
second subject, rent _ control, 
came up. A number of Southern 
California mayors and councilmen 
were unhappy that they had pass- 
ed decontrol resolutions only to 
have the matter pigeonholed in 
the governor’s office. It was rum- 
ored that Mayor Bowron of Los 
Angeles had asked the governor 
to deny petitions for decontrol 


of cities bordering Los Angeles. 
When the split sessions joined 


most cases these cities had re- 
ceived opposition in hearings only 
by a labor union representative and 
a few individuals. One mayor stated 
that the housing expediter had 
made a survey indicating a critical 
housing shortage, but that the find- 
ings were not considered significant 
by his councilmen. 


A discussion on _ responsibility 
for leadership in public-political 
relations indicated that a major- 
ity of those present believed that 
the city council should exercise 
the initiative in presenting pro- 
jects for civic improvement to 
the public, and not wait for the 
citizenry to take the leadership. 
Several of those present told of 
methods that had been used in 
their cities to inform the public 
as to the desirability of certain 
civic projects. 

Another session included a talk 
on ways cities can save money by 
Miner Phillipps, executive director 
of the Municipal Finance Officers’ 
Association. He offered many con- 
Structive suggestions worth a full 
article in themselves. We are study- 
ing them for applicability here. Mal-
